Although we spend sixty-nine mil- 


lion dollars a year for the manten- 
ance of. our public school system in 
the state, we spend, at the same 
time, seventy:two millions for the 
maintenance of our police and sher- 
iff's office forces in all the cities and 
counties- of California, Lieutenant- 
Governor Buron R. Fitts told 260 
members of the associated chambers 
of commerce of the San 
Gabriel 


valley at the monthly meeting, held 
in Arcadia Tuesday night. 


Added to the vast sum expended 


for police regulation is another and 
vaster one charged to crime, in that 
stolen and destroyed property result- 
ing from the activity of criminals 
amounts to five hundred and forty- 
two million dollars per year. 


The lieutenant-governor attributed 


a large portion of this enormous loss 
and expenditure to the general apa- 
thj of the average citizen, declaring 
that an increase in the vigilance of 
the citizen, even in a small percent- 
age,'would cut down this loss mater- 
ially, besides adding a new, moral 
tone to the entire public structure.

The one-quarter concen- 
trate with three-quarters pure water 
added to bring back the original 
bulk, is a very splendid method of 
getting the proper amount of fruit 
juice which the system needs," Dr.
